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Continuation of 5 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant claims a collection of particles 
comprising metal vanadium oxide, the particles having an average diameter less than about 1 micron and a method of producing 
particles of metal vanadium oxide comprising heating a mixture of vanadium oxide particles with a non-vanadium metal compound, 
wherein the vanadium oxide partices have an average diameter less than about 1 micron. Applicant argues that Koksbang does not 
anticipate Applicants' claimed invention and that Koksbang (USP 5549880) uses a process based upon the use of commercial vanadium 
pentoxide or vanadium pentoxide produced from the decomposition of ammonium metavanadate. However, Koksbang teaches a 
method of making lithium-vanadium oxide active material particles, wherein the particle has a small particle size on the order of 0.1 to 5 
microns (col 2 lines 59-61) and wherein smaller vanadium oxide particle sizes less than 10 microns are desirable, which allows for high 
utilization of the active material (col. 1. ines 51-59). Furthermore with respect to claim 10. Koksbang teaches heating a non-vanadium 
metal compound (lithium) and vanadium oxide mixture to produce particles of metal vanadium oxide particles 
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
